Secretary 'Gage has shown clearly 


the power which Bryan might use as 
president to nullify the gold standard 
law, if so disposed. Mr. Bryan 
has 


pledged himself in public speeches to 
use every "power,, regular and irreg- 
ular, direct and indirect, to force the 
country upon a silver basis, if he is 
elected president. 


Bryan.gives in. his book the full text 


of his. speech in the campaign of 1896 
to the.business men of Chicago. In the 
report of this speech, since cooly and 
deliberately embodied in his book, on 
page 5S7, he says: 
• "And then I' propose that we shall 
say to our foreign creditors that we in- 
tend to pay our coin obligations in 
either gold or silver. I propose that 
•we shall say to them: "Gentlemen, if 
you conspire to make that silver dol- 
lar, less than the gold dollar, we shall 
pay you in that silver dollar. 


Bryan proposed, a policy which was 


to be. followed, not because of any 
supposed benefit ,to the country, but 
solely to secure revenge upon the for- 
eign bondholder1. -He did not stop to 
consider the question of sawing off 
the limb on which the country is sit- 
ting and starting it down toward a sil- 
Ter basis by paying interest In silver. 


In view of Mr. Bryan's threat to 


have it out with the bondholders it is 
significant to know that the threat of 
striking them over the shoulders of 


• labor end industry was not confined to 


one-e-peeeh or one occasion. 
Many 


times in the campaign he reiterated his 
ictetei-mination to resort to extreme and 
•even circuitous and Irregular measures 
,to attack the gold standard. Thus in 
hi* speech at Philadelphia (report on 
page 477 of his book) he boldly de- 
clared: 
• ' 


' ".I have eaid that If there was any- 
body who believed -the maintenance of 
the gold standard absolutely essential, 
he ought not to vote for me at all. If 
I can prevent the maintenance of the 
gold standard, you can relj' upon me 
idoing it upon the very first opportunity 
that the people will give me."

«ald «Uo (page 596 of his book): 


"If I Ji.g.ve behind me the hearts, as 


well as the votes, of the American peo- 
ple, you may depend upon it that no 
power in this country or any other 
potion will prevent'the opening of our 
piin)U to the free coinage of silver on 
«qua) t.erros with gold and at the pres- 
ent ratio." 


A moment later in that same speech 


he spoke of the people waiting until 
patience was exhausted, then arous- 
ing themselves and taking the reins 
of government into their own hands— 
» course transcending the Jaw and ap- 
pealing to the forces of revolution. 


The full significance of these utter- 


ances 1* only to be understood when 
jthey are considered in the light of-the

partment today made public the Brit-, 
lab-German agreement respecting the j 
maJntenance of the "open door" and 
territorial integrity of China, with the 
answer of the United States govern- 
ment, sent in duplicate to each of the 
principals to the agreement. 
The re- 


ply follows: 


Mr. Ha.y to Lord Pauncefote: 
"Department of State, Washington, 


.Oct. 29, 1900.—Excellency: I have the 
honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
your note of the 23d of October, in- 
closing the text of an agreement be- 
tween Great Britain and Germany re- 
lating to affairs in China, which was 
signed in London on the 16th instant 
by the Marquis of Salisbury and the 
German ambassador on behalf of their 
respective governments and inviting! 
the acceptance by the United States of 
the principles recorded in that agree- 
ment. 


"These principles are: 
" 'I. It is a matter of joint and per- 


manent .International Interest that the 
ports on the rivers and littoral of Chi- 
na should remain free and open to 
trade and to every other ' legitimate 
form of economic activity for the na- 
tionals of all countries without dis- 
tinction, and the two 
governments 


agree on their part to uphold the same 
for all Chinese territory so far as they 
can exercise influence. 


" 'II. ,Her Brittanic majesty's gov- 


ernment and the imperial German 
government will not on their part 
make use of the present complication 
to obtain for themselves any territo- 
rial advantages in Chinese dominions j 
and will direct their policy toward 
maintaining undlminished the terri- 
torial condition of the Chinese em- 
pire.' 
. 


Previously Adopted by Us. 


"The United States have heretofore 


made known their adoption of both 
these principles. 


During the last year this govern- 


ment invited the powers -interested in 
China to join in an expression of 
views and purposes in the direction 
of Impartial trade with that country 
and received satisfactory assurances 
to that effect from all ol them. When 
the recent 
troubles were at 
their 


height this government, on the 3d of 
July, once more made the announce- 
ment of its policy regarding impartial 
trade and the integrity of the Chinese 
empire, and had the gratification of 
learning that all the powers held simi- 
lar views. 
And 
Inee that time the 


most gratifying harmony has existed 
among all the nations concerned as to 
the ends to be pursued, and there has 
been little divergence of opinion as to 
the details of the course to be follow- 
ed. 


^It is therefore with much satisfac- 


tion that the president directs me to 
Inform you oi 'the full sympathy of 
this government with those of her 
Britannic majesty and the German 
emperor in the principles set forth in 
the clauses of the agreement above 
cited.

"The third clause o£ the agreement

" 'III. In case of another power mak- 


ing use of the complications in China 
in order to obtain under any

whatever such territorial advantages, 
the two contracting parties reserve to 
themselves to come to a preliminary 
understanding as to the eventual steps 
to be taken for the protection of their 
own interests in China.'

M.ONGOOSE NOT WANTED. 


Congress Paused it Law Excludlug ttifl 


J.ltUo Anlmnl. 


The flat of the nation has gone forth 


against the mongoose. 
Before con- 


gress adjourned a bill was passed by 
both houses, prohibiting Its importa- 
tion, says the New York Herald. The 
pugnacious little animal is henceforth 
to>be placed in the same category with 
the Chinese. The mongoose Is a na- 
tive of India. It is death to rats and 
snakes. For the destruction it works 
among these pests it is highly prized. 
But •ffben it clears out the rats and 
snakes it betakea itself to birds and 
eggs and any sort of small game it can 
get'hold of; That is why the depart- 
ment of agriculture classifies it as a 
noxious animal. Weighed in the bal- 
ance, away from its native land, its 
vices are found to outweigh Its virtues, 
and therefore it is to be kept out of 
Uncle Sam's broad domains. Thus far 
very few specimens of thee mongoose 
have been introduced into this country. 
The edict of exclusion is based mainly 
on the experiences of Jamaica. That 
Island once' suffered a plasue of rats, 
which were particularly destructive In 
the cane fields. They wei; held re- 
sponsible for an annual loss of some- 
thing like $500,000. In February, 1872, 
nine Individuals of the mongoose, tout 
males and five females, were introduc- 
ed from India; They increased with 
remarkable rapidity and soon spread 
all over the island, even to the tops of 
-the highest mountains. They proved 
inveterate rat-destroyers. 
A decade 


after their introduction it was esti- 
mated that they were thus saving the 
sugar 
planters' 122.5,000 per 
annum. 


-And the mongoose (was blessed. Still 
the.- mongoose increased, and its mur- 
derous habits became more and more 
apparent aa the rats diminished. 
It 


destroyed young pigs, kids, lambs, 
puppies, kittens, poultry, game, birds, 
which nested on or near the ground, 
eggs, ground 
lizards, frogs, 
turtles' 


eggs and land crabs. 
It was also 


known to eat ripe bananas, pineapples, 
young corn, pears, sweetpotatoes, eo- 
coanuts 
and other 
fruits. 
Toward 


the close of the second decade the 
mongoose came to be regarded as the 
worst pest ever introduced into the 
Island—worse than the rat's which it 
destroyed. 
Then the mongoose was 


officially anathematized. 
i 


Hawaii, where the mongoose was 


Introduced in 1881, underwent a some- 
what similar experience, and in 1892 
a law was passed forbidding the intro- 
duction, breeding or keeping of the 
mongoose on -the island. 
. All of which goes to show that 
the 


mongoose is a good animal to let alone 
whore nature has placed tt,
